In those four years Britain proved 
herself to be the soundest, the most heroic, 
the most ingenious, the most self-sacrificing 
hation in the world. She is suffering 
to-day from the reaction from that mighty 
effort; but what she did in the years of 
destruction she can do, if she chooses, in 
the coming years of construction. What she 
needs to-day, however, above all else, is 
appreciation of the need. England has lost 


| the industrial primacy which—though even 


then it had begun to be challenged—she. 
had enjoyed before the war. The United 
States and Japan stand ready to contest 
her office as the world’s ship-builder and 
merchant-carrier. Even now those two 
countries are invading her old markets 
and staking claims in new markets which 
she has not yet approached. The daily 
output of the American steel-worker, ship- 
builder, and coal-miner is now much larger 
than that of their British competitors. 
At the yery moment when British miners 
are demanding wages that would cripple 
the industry the United States are ousting 
us from the coal trade of South America. 
The revival of British industry languishes 
owing to the unrest and uncertainty caused 
by the insistent demands of Labour. The 
middle classes are oppressed by heavy 
taxation and the high cost. of living. The 
National Debt has jumped from 706 
millions in 1914 to 5,921 millions in 1918. 
It is very improbable that we shall be 


In 
these circumstances two things are neces 
sary to salvation—hard work and economy. 
We must have better production ard 
frugal living. The rith must put away 
their extravagances and the workers must 
turn their backs resolutely on the old 
trade union restrictions. The country is 
capable of the effort, and, as we believe, 
will make it as soon as it realises the 
necessity. The Government’s first duty is 
to tell the people the truth and to set 
them an example of the strictest economy 
in the conduct of all the public services.

The Industrial Outlook. 


An immediate return to peace conditions 
is not to be expected after the universal 
dislocations of the greatest of all wars. 
Four months have passed, however, since 
the signing of the. armistice, and the 
country is beginning to be anxious about 
the revival of its trade and industry. 
Yesterday in the House of Commons Sir 
Donald Maclean asked the Government for 
a statement of its industrial policy, Sir 
Auckland Geddes’s reply, on behalf of 
the Board of Trade, will be read with 
deep interest. Economic 
still largely artificial. 
land Geddes explained) must be handled 
with the utmost caution in order that they 
may accommodate themselves smoothly to 
the still undiscovered standard of “ post- 
war normal prices.” Expenditure must be 
maintained for the present in order that 
a sudden withdrawal of employment may 
not produce chaos. The Government 
hopes that there will be real work 
for all as soon as the country gets once 
more into its industrial stride. It pro- 
mises that the war barriers against busi- 
ness will be removed with the utmost) 
speed, Every effort is being made to hasten 
the abolition of the blockade. Restrictions 
on imports will disappear as quickly as 
may be consistent with the safeguarding 
of two principles—the protection of 
essential industries and the prevention of 
unnecessary expenditure which would in- 
crease the nation’s burden of debt. The 
importation of raw material will be 
assisted in every possible way. Exports 
will be stimulated, and no restraint will 
be made in the case of non-blockaded 
countries, Sir Auckland Geddes reminds 
us, however, that Allied countries have 
their own economic problems, and that 
these may affect our trade in exports. In 
concluding his outline of the Government's 
policy he expressed its belief that British 
trade would recover and would be greater 
than it ever was in the past. 

We hope sincerely that the Government’s 
faith will be justified by events. We are 
not pessimists about the future of these 
islands or of the British Empire. We 
invite present pessimists to throw their 
minds back to the ten years before the 
war. During those years many of the truest 
patriots became increasingly despondent. 
There was not merely the country’s 
neglect of the danger of German arma- 
ments and of the formidable encroachments 
of German trade. The whole ch&facter 
and genius of the people seemed to. be | 
decaying. The classes were drifting 
steadily apart from one another, and 
labour troubles grew in frequency and 
bitterness. Work was neglected ; the craze 
for luxury and amusement was universal ;

Germany. Messages are rarely explicit, 


‘and vary greatly in their information re- 


garding food conditions. While, on the 
one hand, there is virtual starvation in 
Cológne, where the daily ration contains 
only one-third of the number of calories 
necessary for a healthy man, on the other 
hand, it appears that Hamburg merchants 
are offering such Juxuries as raisins and 
sultanas at 11 marks (about 5s.) per pound. 
All over the country the rich classes seem 
to be able to obtain large quantities of 
foodstuffs; the ‘prices, of course, are 
enormous. As a result of losing the war, 
rich Germans have been spending all 
their money in food. They have been 
prepared to pay such colossal prices 
for foodstuffs of every kind that 
underground trafic has been greatly 
encouraged, with the inevitable result that 
the needy classes have suffered. In spite 
of stringent regulations hundreds of 
thousands of cattle have been killed every 
year without the knowledge of the authori- 
ties. These have gone to weigh down the 
tables of Berlin and Frankfort war- 
millionaires. Country districts have sent 
up false returns time after time, and have 
sold off their surplus supplies at huge 
profits. Good as German official organisa- 
tion must be admitted to be, German un- 
oficial and illicit organisation has’ been, if 
anything, better. The poor have been ex- 
ploited systematically by the rich, While, 
for instance,.in April, 1917, the German 
who was dependent upon his official 
rations could get only 18 grammes of 
butter, margarine, or lard per day, his 
more fortunate fellow-countryman who 
could afford it was able to buy butter in 
virtually unlimited quantities at 3Q marks 
a pound. In June, 1917, the ration of fats 
in England was 43.3 grammes, which, 
although more than twice the German 
ration, was wofully insufficient. | 
Germany’s organisation broke down on 
the food question. While rich and poor 
alike were prepared to sacrifice their fives 
for Kaiserism, they were not prepared to 
forego the privileges bought by wealth. The 
distribution of food was so unequal that 
the crisis was precipitated. Eyén now, 
although the stoppage of the muni- 
tion industry should release more fat 
for public consumption, the poor have 
no fat, while the rich thrive. A 
p~oper control over all supplies is 
essential; otherwise the food which 
the Allies send to. Germany will find its 
way to the kitchens of the privileged few. 
Undue sentimentality would be a mistake. 
There appears to be intense misery among 
certain classes ; but, on the other hand, " 
large portion of the population has enough 
and to spare. In the towns the working 
people are starving, but in the country dis- 
tricts there seems to be plenty. It is esti- 
mated, for instance, that Remagen, on the 
Rhine, has enough food to last until 
August 20th, while reports from Cologne 
state ghat civilian clerks empleyed ‘by the 
Army of Occupation are so weak as not to 
Le “able to do a day’s work. This in- 
equality of conditions makes the problem 
extremely difficult. Were it possible 
to control all the food at present in 
Germany, it is certain that a proper 
distribution of the available supplies 
would improve the state of affairs. The 
illicit trade in foodstuffs, however, is 
so cleverly organised that a long time 
would be necessary before it could be 
stamped out. The German Government is 
greatly to blame. Knowing that it would 
not be in the interests of the Allies to 
allow Germany to starve to death, it has 
thrown the onus of the difficult situation 
on their shoulders. It increased the 
difficulties of the situation by its refusal 
to hand over its fleet, seeking, out of the 
misery of its own people, to draw a poli- 
tical advantage.- That Messrs. Ebert,

Secrets of Control. 


The Food Controller, has stated re 
peatedly that the principal function of his 
Department is to protect the public from 
the “profiteer.” Is it dischargmg that

tained the cost of certain essential food- 
stufis at an unnecessarily high level in 
order to reap a substantial profit on its 
trading transactions. Recent events have 
accentuated this feeling. Evidence given 
before the Coal Commission last week 
proved that the supply of cheap fuel 
to the consumer was not the Govern- 
ment’s chief object when it fixed the price 
of coal. Not unnaturally, people argue 
that, if one department ignores the con- 
sumer’s interest, another 1s likely to 
commit the same fault.

Food has relaxed control of a commodity, 
there has been an immediate decrease in 
price. Margarine, for instance, became 
threepence per pound cheaper as soon. as 
free competition was allowed. The fall in 
the price of tea, it is stated, will be even 
more marked. The only method by which 
Mr. Roberts can allay this suspicion is by 
giving the public the facts. He should make 
a full and frank statement on the profits 
which his Department has made as the 
result of its vast purchases.

| dent, occupying the chair, Sir Dunbar Plunket 
Barton, Bart., delivered an interesting lecture 
on the subject of “ Shakespeare and Ireland. 
| Having referred to his book on the subject of 
Shakespeare, which will be published in a few 
weeks, ho said that the first question he was asked 
by. anyone who heard that he had been looking 
up the question was, ' Have you ever proved 
that Shakespeare was an Irishman? Although 
there was no doubt, he proceeded, that there 
were families of the name Shakespeare in Ire- 
land in the fourteenth century, no connection 
had ever been traced between them and the 
dramatist, ~The question was then asked, 
“Was Shakespeare ever in Ireland?” There 
was no doubt that the London players used to 
go on tour in summer, and visited Bath and 
Bristol. There was no doubt also that Shake- 
speare’s company went on tour, and were in 
Bristol in the year 1597, although there was no 
evidence that Shakespeare was.with the com- 
any. There was at that time a packet service 
bane Bristol and Ireland, and it had been 
euggested that Shakespeare had crossed to 
Youghal, and that the allusions in some of his 
plays arose from his visit to Ireland, but he 
thought the case in favour of that argument 
rested only. on conjecture. He thought, how- 
ever, that there was a universal concurrence of 
opinion that there was a very strong Celtic 
strain in Shakespeare’s nature, There was a 
close affinity between his plays and the ancient 
literature of Ireland, and there was a similarity 
in the figures of speech and the metaphor used in 


“Macbeth' was not only a tragedy of the Gael, 
but of the Irish Gael. They had there a clear 
example of an Irish play, and it was no ex- 
aggeration to say that “ Macbeth’’ was an Irish 
tragedy. ‘King Lear ” was essentially Celtic; 
‘*Hamlet’’ had been traced to Scandinavian 
Ireland, and “ Henry V.” was full of allusions 
which might be applied to Ireland. The lecturer 
went on to trace the Celtic atmosphere in other 
works of Shakespeare, and mentioned that in 
‘*Richard III.” Shakespeare referred to the 
bard of Ireland. Shakespeare introduced the 
bard of Ireland as a prophet. We knew that 
the bards of Ireland were poets, not prophets, 
but it was plain thet Shakespeare knew some- 
thing about the bards of Ireland. The Presi- 
dent of that Society had suggested that 
Shakespeare might have heard some bard play 
upon his harp, and it was also possible that 
when the O’Neills went to London they might 
have bronght their bards with them: but there 
was no doubt that the bard of Erin impressed 
himeelf upon the bard of Avon.

her military strength imposed upon her by 
Napoleon, she succeeded in training a much 
larger proportion ofijher young ‘men for war 
than the French knew of, although in the years 
between Jena and Leipzig, Berlin and the im- 
portant towns in Prussia were oecupied by 
French garrisons. The fact that at the present 
moment. too, the bulk of the able-bodied man- 
hood of Germany has been trained to war is 
one that cannot be lost sight of in estimating 
Germany's military potentialities in the future. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE WAR.

ACTION OF DUBLIN 
CORPORATION.

DEPUTATION TO THE UNDER- 


SECRETARY. 


At an adjourned meeting of the Dublin 
Municipal Council yesterday, the Lord Mayor 
(Alderman L, hear i who presided, moved 4 
resolution of «sympathy with the parents and 
friegds of the late Mr. Pierce McCann, M.P. 
for Kast Tipperary, who died on the 6th inst. 
as the result of hie imprisonment in Gloucester 
Jail. He said that Mr. McOann, with many 
of his countrymen, had been transported and 
detained for close upon ten months, without 
any charge or trial—an act which struck at the 
very root of liberty; that liberty which they 
were told so strongly adorned the shining 
armour of 6o-called British justice and fair 
play. This was the third occasion on which 
it had been his lot to perform such a duty 
within the past eighteen months: It was difh- 
cult for even moderate men to contro] their 
words when faced with such an appalling act 
of infamy as that which has led up to Mr. 
McCann's death, an act arising out of a eystem 
of misgovernment by which our tyrant masters 
hope to destroy the spirit of our race by 
persecuting our men, by endeavouring to break 
the hearts of our women, and frighten the love 
of country from the breasts of our children. 
But (continued the Lord Mayor) do these 
English gentiemen think that these acts or 
this system is going to etop our men or women 
or our children from taking part in that onward | 
march for the regeneration of our country 
which is the predominant spirit uppermost in 
the minds of the people of all emell nations 
to-day ? Do these English gentlemen think 
the sight of Pierce McCann's corpse going 
through the etreete of Dublin, and carried to 
its last resting place in that Golden Vaile of 
Tipperary, which was once his home, will make 
Irish people more loyal towards English enact- 
men ts P What fools they are! What fools 
they will remain, if they think eo. They may 
act as they have alwaye acted towards us, but 
the time is slowly coming when right will 
triumph over might. (Hear, hear.) The 
Prime Minister was werned a month ago of the 
deplorable results which would follow the 
detention of these men. What more deplorable 
act, what more deplorable result, could have 
happened than the death of this young Irish- 
man? Dublin Castle, with all its black end 
evil traditions, with all the outrages it has 
committed against the life and sentiment of 
this country Por centuries, became alarmed and 
ashamed at the detention of these men in 
prison, and went so far, they were told, as 
to demand their release. But the prisoners 
were still detained in English prisons to satisfy \ 
the whim of geome sneak who had the ear of 
eome member of the British Cabinet, and 
who had the intention in his mind 
of trying to drive this country into revolt. But, 
thank God, that plot has failed. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. P. 8. Doyle seconded. The circumstances 
of the death of Mr. McCann were a more 
abominable indictment against the British 
Government than those which surrounded the 
death of other men who died as the result of 
their treatment in British prisons. 

Alderman Quaid-said he did not dissent from 

resolution, but he was not to be taken 
» in accord with the sentiments expressed. 
So far as he saw, the language of the Lord 
avor—although that might not have been his 
intention—-was calculated to be an incitement 
io a number of young men, who were earnest 
enthusiasts throughout the country, and who 
believed that they were acting according to the 
best of their judgment in regard to political 
affairs. These pronouncements emanating from 
time to time, from such a responsible source, 
were a very grave danger, and might be one in 
the train of circumstances that might eventually 
lead to a catastrophe.

If the undertaking given by the Government 
to the Lord Mayor a month ago had been 
honourably carried out Mr. McCann would have 
been alive to-day. (Hear, hear.) He hoped it 
would be a warning to the Government to do 
the richt thing at the right time. (Hear, hear.) 
He thought it was a scandalous state of affairs, 
and hoped the Government would promptly 
release the rest of the prisonérs. (Hear, hear.) 

The motion was passed unanimously. 


Alderman T. Kelly, towards the close of the 
sitting, said that he wished to call attention to 
a matter of urgent importance. Within the 
last ten minutes news had been received with 
regard to the political prisoners in Belfast Jail 
which was extremely eerious. The vast 
majority of them were Catholics, there being, he 
understood, only one or two Protestants amongst 
them. All this was in direct contravention of 
the agreement entered into between Com- 
mandant Stack, the Lord Mayor, ihe Most Rev. 
Dr. MacRory, and the British Government. In 
whatever course it was thought wise to adopt to 
end this state of affairs the Lord Mayor would 
have the support of the Council. (Hear, ‘hear.) 
An agreement was made that the men were to 
be removed from Belfast Jail to an internment 
camp, and that had been confirmed in the 
joint letter signed by the Lord Mayor and the 
Bishop of Down and Connor, A special mes- 
senger from Belfast now said that the 
men’s circumstances were intolerabie, If 
these men were dangerous to sa AON and 
the English Gayernment in Ireland, the fact of 
their being locked up removed the danger, and 
they should be allowed to live their lives with- 
out these punishments. (Hear, hear.) “” He 
moved a resolution calling the attention of the 
Irish people to the condition of the political pri- 
soners in Belfast end other jails, and protesting 
against the violation of the yee pes entered 
into between Commandant Stack and the British 
authorities through the Lord Mayor of Dublin 
and the Most Rev. Dr. MacRory, and calling for 
an immediate fulfilment of the terms of the 
egreement. 

Mr. P. S. Doyle seconded the motion. 

The Lord Mayor said that the matter stood in 
this way. A joint letter of his and the Bishop 
of Down and Connor (Dr. MacRory) had been 
sent to the Chief Secretary, and undoubtedly 
Mr. Shortt had given an undertaking that the 
prisoners would be transferred from Belfast to 
an internment camp. He had, a fortnight ago, 
written to Mr. Shortt calling his attention to 
the matter, and he received the usual’ acknow- 
léarment. Since that time he had written four 
letters to the present Chief Secretary, com- 
mencing mildly and growing etronger in 
language as he went on, telling Mr. Macpherson 
what was happening in Belfast Jail. On Satur- 
dy last he wrote again to the Chief Secretary, 
who was in London, reminding him that he had 
not renlied to his letter, and demanding a definite 
reply from him by return of post, but no rerly 
was received. He was in the hands of the 
Counci!. He pad almost, ten days ago, cut all 
connection with the Castle. (Hear, hear, and 
a member—“Jt ie nearly time.”) He did not 
approach the Castle for himself personally, but 
in the interest of his countrymen, (Hear, hear.) 
So far as the bishop and himself were con- 
cerned, they had done all that they could. 
(Hear, hear.) What was complained 8f was 
that the prison officials did not keep their 
honourable undertaking. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Moran asked if representation could not/ 
be made directly to the Castle by the Lord 
Mayor without loss oi time. 

Alderman O’Beirne agreed that the suggestion 
of Mr. Moran was a p i one, and he 
suggested that the Council should adjourn 
while the Lord Mayor went to the Castle.

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IRELAND AND THE PEACE CONFERENCE. 
Letter from Captain Gwynn. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—You refer to me byname in your leader 
on the petition of Irish Nationalist officers, for 
which I have responsibility only as one of its 
signatories. But I-weloome the opportunity 
to say that no one éan feel more strongly 
than I the difficulty created by the fact that 
Irish soldiers went out alike from Ulster and 
from the rest of Ireland, with two different 
political aspirations for their common country. 
For the conflict between the pledges which were 
given the British Government must be answer- 
able. But since the conflict exists,‘ what is to 
be done? 

Sir Edward Carson’s party set the, example 
of refusing to accept the decision of Parlia- 
ment. Our position’ is that the issue between 
Unionist Ulster and the rést of Ireland and 
the issue between Ireland and Great Britain 
may be referred to a tribuna!] which we and 
our comrades from Ulster have helped, with the 
best of our blood, to create. That tribunal is 
concefned with the rights of nationalities, and 
the ' no less sacred rights of ethnical ná 
religious minorities.” We and they are equally 
entitled to its consideration. But we cannot 
admit that either they or the British Govern- 
ment have the right to strike out arbitrarily 
an area of our country and declare it, foreign 
to Ireland. 

All this is, I think, common ground to al! 
the signatories. I may be allowed to add that 
those officers—only a few on the list—who have 
joined the. Centre Party have laid down its 
lines with a special thought of finding a solu- 
tion which may conceivably be acceptable to 
those who were one with us in Flanders, but | 
who are divided from us here at home. Ontario 
and Quebec never began to work harmoniously 
together until they were divided as provinces 
by the same Act which united them nationally 
in a Federal State. If the matter went before 
a Gommittee of the Peace Conference, we should 
claim our right to put our view before it, as 
would those other Nationalists who do not 
accept our programme. Ulster would have the 
same opportunity. But is it seriously to be 
contended that Ulster alone is entitled to define 
its own rights, irrespective of all other con- 
siderations, and even of the principles which 
Ulster troops have done so much to establish 
for the world? 

May I add, in eupport, this letter to Sir 
Algernon Coote from a soldier who, in 1902, 
played his part in a great work of reconcilia- 
tion? I need hardly remind you that Colonel 
Sir Hutcheson Poé was a member of the Land

Whatever action 
the Government may take (short of giving in 
to their demands, which is unthinkable)- will 
be denounced as a “further piece of British 
tyranny and oppression,” and will never be 
accepted. On the other hand, if the Sinn 
Feinerse find that all their sympathisers in the 
United States and the Colonies are opposed to 
their ideals, they must either climb down or 
realiso that England will be justified and sup- 
ported by the Powers in whatever action she 
may find it necessary to take. I believe, 
moreover, that a large proportion of the Sinn 


Feiners themselves would gladly acquiesce in 


any settlement arrived at under these condi- 
tions, as it would enable them to get out, on 
honourable terme, of the tangie into which they 
have got themselves.

IRISH LAND PURCHASE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In your issue of the 7th inst. Mr. D, 
R. O’Brien states that the terms proposed by 
the Irish Convention for the completion of 
land purchase would “ mean at the best a very 
heavy loss to the owners.” He expands this 
declaration by referring te encumbrances and 
stating that “the loss to the owners will be 
from 25 to 50 per cent. of their income.” 

The report of the Convention, in which the 
scheme is worked out in considerable detail, 
does not seem to bear out these statements. 
The. Convention considered that the speedy com- 
pletion of land purchase (desirable under any 
circumstances) would essential umder a 
fundamental change in the frame of govern- 
ment, and, to avoid the delays consequent on 
bargaining between and tenant, they 
devised an automatic scheme of setilement (see 
p. 89). This included an sufomatic fixation of

IRELAND AND THE HEALTH BILL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Last week the Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land stated in the House of Commons, in regard 
to the Ministry of Healih Bill for Ireland, that, 
amongst others, there was a large section of the 
Irish medica) profession who preferred the 
adaptation of the appropriate clauses of the 
English Bill to a separate measure for Ireland, 
Sir Edward Carson stated at the outset that he 
would prefer a separate measure for Ireland. 
Mr. Joseph Devin was even more insistent that 
there should be separate Irieh legislation. Ever 
public body concerned in: Irish health ad- 
ministration that has met in regard to the 
Ministry of Health question has- demanded a 
separate measure for Ireland. As already 
stated, Scotland, whose health and economic 
conditions have a thousandfold more similarity 
with England, is dealt with in a separate 
measure as the result of the demand of the 
Scottish Parliamentary representatives. The 
only Irish medical body who at any time met 
the Chief Secretary or anyone acting for him 
in regard to the Ministry of Health Bill was 
the Irish Branch of the ‘General Medical 
Council. Thig body was never authorised’ to 
speak on behalf of the profession, and, there- 
fore, any representations made by them to the 
Chief Secretary would not justify his statement 
“- that a large section of the medical profession 
preferred for Ireland the adaptation of the 
appropriate clauses of the English Bill.” 

As late as last May a meeting of delegates, 
representative of the entire Irish profession, re- 
appointed the Irish Medical Committee, and 
unanimously resolved :—** That, for the purpose 
of recording the views of the medical profes- 
sion, and, when necessary, for promoting legis- 
lation thereupon, the Irish Medical Committee, 
owing to its representative character and con- 
stitution, be regarded the authoritative body 
with regard to such matiers.’’ About three 
weeks ago the Chief Secretary was asked to 
receive a deputation representative of the Irish 
profession. The Chief Secretary has ignored 
this request. I do not know his reason for 
ignoring such a request, I know, however, that, 
if he had received such an authoritative depu- 
tation, he would not be in a position to state 
in the House of Commons that a large section 
of the drish medical profession preferred for 
Ireland the adaptation of the appropriate 
clauses of the English Bill. It now appears 
that the local bodies interested in the Ministry 
of Health and the Irish medical profession are 
told that the Local Government Board will 
listen to their views. So far as the.medical 
profession are concerned, they fee] that the 
health of the Irish people is of sufficient im- 
portance for the Chief Secretary, in his person, 
to hear all about it. The Irish profession or 
the public want to have very little to say, in 
regard to health questions, to either the Local 
Government Board or the Insurance @ommis- 
sioners. Whilst they do not want to turn any 
of the Gommissioners of either of those bodies 
on the roadside, they want to unify in a 
Ministry of Health the health sides of both 
these and other Irish departments concerned 
with the administration of health questions. 
The one thing a State Department most dis- 
likes is reforming it with a wiew to greater 
efiiciency—therefore, the wuselessness of the 
medical profession and public bodies approach- 
ing the permanent officials of any of these 
departments, 

Within the last few weeks an advertisement, 
sanctioned by the Local Government Board, 
has appeared in the daily papers for a dis- 
pensary doctor. for the Doocharry district in 
the Glenties Union. This district has the 
enormous area of almost 50,000 statute acres, 
with a scattered population of 3,630. For this 
vast dispensary district there is offered the 
salary of £100 to cover everything, including 
attendance at Petty Sessions in cases of vac- 
cination and sanitary prosecutions. In this 
district the travelling expenses alone, incurred 
in visiting Poor Law patients, would be more 
than £300 per annum. It is possible that some 
doctor will undertake ithe duties of the 
Doocharry dispensary district, and that the 
Local Government Board wil] eanction the 
appointment, whilst knowing of, but not caring 
about, the absolute impossibility in the circum- 
stances of any doctor discharging the duties. 
The union is miserably poor, and a great pro- 
portion of the unfortunate ratepayers them-

pensary doctor. The area of the Glenties Ustion 
is 208,497 statute acres. The poverty of this 
union can be readily realised when it is known 
that its valuation is'as low as £22,834. In the 
circumstance there is very little possibility of 
the poor ratepayers of the Glenties Union pro- 
viding an adequate salary for a medical officer 
to discharge efficiently his duties. The remedy 
is obvious. The Chief Secretary should provide 
a special and sufficient grant from the Treasury 
for the Glenties and severa] other Irish unions 
go that they may be in a position to provide 
adequate medical treatment for the poor, people 
of their districts. 

The Irish dispensary doctors are liable to 
treat “ as paupers”’ the potential ailments of 
two and a half millions of the Irish people. 
In 1917 for this work they received £ 09.604 
In the last Irish Fetimates there was voted for 
the Irish police £2,388,267. I believe the ‘inci- 
dence of sickness amongst the Irish people is 
one thousand times more than the incidence of 
crime, and that outside one million of the 
population the potentiality of crime of all kind 
ie practically negligible. The contrast between 
how much the Government is ready to spend on 
detecting and diagnosing crime ag compared | 
with what it spends on the detection and treat- | 
ment of human disease in this country ig most 
striking. 

Perhaps, in conclusion, you would be good 
enough to permit me to ask your medical 
readers to hold themselves in readiness to 
attend in their areas, on very short notice.

medical questions affecting both their interests

RESTRICTION OF RENTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—Relative to the existing and forthcoming 
Rent Restriction Acts, it is not sufficiently 
realised in Dublin that, so far as middle and 
upper class property in England is concerned 
Increases in the rates owing to war conditions 
fall. on the shoulders of the occupying tenant, 
who, paying the rates direct, was alwavs liable 
for their variations. In such cases the equitable 
consideration is confined to the question of the 
increase of the cost of maintenance. Among us, 
however, owin, to the prevalence of the unfair 
and pernicious inclusive rent system, the war 
rates have fallen on the shoulders of the house- 
owners. Consequently our members of Parlia- 
ment should look to this aspect of the case be- 
fore the bill now under consideration becomes an 
Act. The present would be a very desirable 
time to get rid of the inclusive rent system by 
house-owners refuging to let their property, on 
such terms, and by a friendly agreement b lng 
arrived at relative to existing tenancies. 

For example, in the case of houses let hefore 
the war, the 1913-14 rates could be deducted 
from the gross rent, a percentage added to the 
net rent, on account of the increased cost of 
maintenance, and the tenant pay all his rates 
direct to the rating authority. Of course. to 
rate houses at all is absurd in the light of 
modern knowledge, and it may be interesting to 
know that the London Labour Party, in connec- 
tion with London local government, is at pre- 
sent advocating the abolition of rates in favour 
of a local income tax. In France and some 
other countries the local taxes are to a large 
extent raised by “ additional pence,” ear- 
marked for local purposes, being added to the 
Central Government, income tax.—Yours. etc.
